P. Durkin, as secretary of labor. 
Dwight Eisenhower put himself in 
a nice position if Durkin’s handling 
of the job goes sour. 
He can say then: “ I promised 
to be fair to labor. I did what I 
neither Roosevelt nor Truman did 
in 20 years: I put a labor leader 
in the top labor job. 
“ I leaned over backwards to be 
fair. Durkin was not only a labor 
leader. He was a Democrat who 
voted against me. If it didn’t turn 
out right, at least I tried.” 
But the selection of a union lead­ 
er for the job—Durkin is president 
of the A F L’s plumbers and steam- 
fitters—is far from a guarantee of 
sunny days ahead in the troubled 
field of labor. 
The secretary of labor has im- J 
portance, of course. He heads the 
Department of Labor and is a 
member of the Cabinet. But his is I 
a job with limitations. 
Congress gave the Labor Depart, 
ment, and there for the secretary, 
the task of administering the Wage- 
Hour Act, the public employment 
offices, the whole operation of the 
labor standards and statistics, and j 
some other chores. 
But the secretary has no control 
over the government’s mediation 
service, w hich w as created to try to 
settle labor-management disputes 
peacefully. The service used to be 
part of the Labor Department but 
Congress took that away. 
And the secretary has no say at 
all over the most vital government 
problem and responsibility in the 
whole field of labor-management 
relations: how the two sides get 
along, or fail to under the basic 
labor law, the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Congress gave that job to the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board. 
In fact, the Democratic Congress 
which created the first basic labor 
law (The Wagner Act, predecessor 
of Taft Hartley) set up the NLRB 
to administer the act. And when 
the Republican Congress in 1947 
substituted T H for the Wagner Act, 
it retained the NLRB, keeping the 
secretary at arm’s length. 
Those who knew Durkin during 
thos hectic 1935 days, when Con 
gross was putting the Wagner Act 
together, say he opposed handing 
the job to the NLRB. If he still 
thinks the idea is wrong, and tries 
to get Congress to change its mind. 
he ll probably wind up nowhere 
fast.

Get Ready For 


Winter Weather 


Police Chief Argues 
Care In Driving 


More than normal amount of 
snow this winter was the “ possible” 
forecast today by Chief of Police 
Vaiden Long. following the snow­ 
fall of Saturday. 
"Snow in November and early 
December usually tips off a snowy 
winter,” he said. ‘‘Furthermore, 
this year the late summer and 
autumn months have been unusual­ 
ly dry. Abnormal dry spells are 
often followed by heavier than 
average precipitatiin. 
In winter 
that usually means more snow, al­ 
though I ’m no expert at ^ e s ti­ 
mating’ the weather. 
“ The present jsnow may soon 
melt away, but it does serve to 
remind us to get ready for highly 
probable more snow and colder 
weather. It should remind all of us 
who must drive our cars this win­ 
ter to be prepared for the worst. 
First, we’ve got to be sure of clear 
vision, and second we’ve got to be 
sure of dependable traction,” Chief 
Long advised.

FOR CLEAR VISION, he recoin 
mended immediate Inspection of 
windshield wiper blades, defrost­ 
ers and headlights. They must work 
well. He said when the life bakes 
out of wiper blade rubber, the 
blade does a poor wiping job even 
if it still looks okay. He considers 
defrosters extremely important and 
said they should be in good work­ 
ing order. 
For dependable traction on ice 
or hard packed snow, the chief re­ 
commended equalized brakes and 
tire chains. He quoted from a re­ 
cent report by the National Safety 
Council in making the following 
comparisons of the same car, trav. 
eling at a speed of 20 miles per 
hour: 
On hard packed snow, conven­ 
tional synthetic rubber tires stop 
in about 70 feet. 
Winterized tires still take about 
60 feet. 
Tire chains can stop in 40 feet. 
“ Of ajl methods to increase trac- 
tion and reduce stopping distances 
under snow and ice conditions,
